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The 1991 Disciple Index is divided into two sections: [1] Subjects, which 
also includes persons as subject, and [2] Authors, co-authors, contributors, 
etc.. The word "il" means that there is an accompanying photograph or drawing 
with the item or column, and "por" means that there is a photograph or 
portrait of the person mentioned.
